A  statement  from  James  W. 
Mason,  chairman  of  the  board  of 


trustees,  said,  "There  is  no  arro¬ 
gance  in  our  conclusions,  no  Un- 
patience,  but  rather  a  carefully 
determined  judgment  that  the 
board's  autonomy  must  be  clearly 
established  before  the  convention 
and  Wake  Forest  can  appraise 
how  they  can  best  help  one 
another.  This  has  been  done.” 

According  to  an  earlier  legal 
opinion,  the  trustees  have  ‘‘no 
duty  under  the  law  to  carry  out 
any  expressed  directive  made  to 
them  by  the  Baptist  state  conven¬ 
tion,  or  its  General  Board.”  The 
legal  opinion  said  that  in  conflicts 
between  the  trustees  and  the  con¬ 
vention,  final  authority  “legally

Mason  told  a  Greensboro  news¬ 
paper  that  “We  are  determined  to 
operate  as  a  Christian  university, 
hopefully  with  the  Baptist  state 
convention.
